Drive to Wipe 
Out Diphtheria 


With the virtual eradication of 
diphtheria in Dublin as their ulti- 
mate goal, the city’s health authori- 
ties have intensified their drive to 
secure a big increase in the number 
of children immunised annually. 
Dissatisfied with last year’s total of 
2,618, they feel that if parents 
could be made to realise the dan- 
gers consequent on failure to have 
their children immunised, the figure 
would rocket towards ‘the 10,000 
mark. 

Séeming to strike the. city in 
waves of about ten years’ cycle, the 


' poe has-already claimed the lives 


hundreds of. children, and may 
ve left its mark on many others. 

As a result of the Government’s 
appeal made when the evacuation 
scheme was contemplated in 1941, 
57,616 persons were immunised. The 
danger has not decreased since then, 
so that the drop last year to 2,618 
would appear te indicate the urgency 
for the intensified drive now being 
launched. 

Informing our representative yes- 
nom that the response to the 
appea a far has been very satisfac- 
tory, Dr. M. J. Russell, Dublin 
City M. O.H., said he was hopeful 
that parents would continue to bring 
their children for protection against 
this ‘‘very dangerous disease.”
